Board votes to give jobs over district formula

Several topics of interest were 
discussed at the Special Meeting of 
the Pendleton County Board of Edu¬ 
cation on Thursday, April 23 at Phil¬ 
lip Sharp Middle School including 
District Section 7 Staffing Requests, 
the first reading of the Board Meet¬ 
ing Agenda Policy and the appoint¬ 
ment of an interim Board attorney. 

The most highly-debated issue 
came from the Action Agenda with 
the amendment to the District Sec¬ 
tion 7 Staffing Requests. The staffing 
requests, which Superintendent 
Anthony Strong proposed based on 
the 2015-16 Tentative Budget, had 
been discussed with principals at 
each school. Student/teacher class¬ 
room ratios, education priority needs 


and other important details in deter¬ 
mining how many positions would 
be staffed based on the available 
funds were thought over and decided 
on for each school in determining the 
section 7 additions. Principals were 
aware that the district was cutting 
three positions because of declined 
student enrollment based on the dis¬ 
trict allocation formula and had been 
working on staffing decisions based 
upon the projected changes in the 
areas they felt worked best for their 
school. 

Board member Dr. Shawn Nord- 
heim suggested an amendment to the 
staffing requests with a motion to 
allow an add-on at Northern Elemen¬ 
tary, Sharp Middle School and Pend¬ 
leton County High School for a total 
of three positions in order to main¬ 


tain the current staffing level. These 
add-on positions would return the 
three jobs that were originally cut 
from Superintendent Strong’s recom¬ 
mended budget based upon the dis¬ 
trict formula. Bringing these posi¬ 
tions back would call for the restruc¬ 
turing of the budget. Cuts would 
have to be made in other areas or 
more revenue would have to be gen¬ 
erated to accommodate these addi¬ 
tions. 

Board Chairman Tony Spence 
questioned whether this would be 
possible and where the funds would 
come from to cover these positions. 
Superintendent Strong said that the 
discussions with principals had 
already happened and based on the 
proposed budget it wasn’t possible. 
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Falmouth firefighters battle two blazes in 12 hours

Falmouth firefighters 
were called out twice in 
less than 12 hours for a pair 
of structure fires. 

The first one happened 
around 11:30 p.m., Sunday 
night, May 3 on Bishop 
Ridge Road in Falmouth. 

A single-wide mobile 
home, owned by Tim 
McCoy, caught fire near 
the hot water heater and 
quickly erupted in flames. 

Approximately 17 Fal¬ 
mouth firefighters respond¬ 
ed to the emergency call. 

Although the home was a 
total loss, they were able to 
salvage some of the own¬ 
er’s belongings. 

Pendleton County 
EMTs and Pendleton 
County Red Cross assisted 
at the scene. 

The second fire 
occurred just before 7 a.m., 

Monday, May 4 on Ed 
Monroe Road in Falmouth. 

A mobile home, occu¬ 
pied by Monica Brown and 
owned by Beulah Thorn- 
berry, caught fire due to a 
faulty plug near the back of 
the structure. 

The home suffered 
major fire and smoke dam¬ 
age but was not a complete 
loss. Firefighters were able 
to keep it from burning to 
the ground and managed to 
save some of the contents. 

Eight Falmouth fire¬ 
fighters responded. North¬ 
ern Pendleton Fire Depart¬ 
ment, Pendleton County 
EMTs and Pendleton 
County Red Cross assisted 
at the scene.

marketing and demographic 
trends analysis. One of the 
highlights was the Klee Prop¬ 
erty Pre-development Planning 
project. This is 38 acres of Klee 
property south of Falmouth at 
the intersection of U.S. 27 and 
KY 22. Research was reviewed 
regarding the best approach to 
capture developer interest in 
buying and redeveloping the 
parcel for commercial and 
institutional use. 

Other highlights included a 
report on the progress of the 
Pendleton County/Falmouth 
Joint Gateway Community 
and Technical College. 

This project transitioned 
from research and feasibility to 
establishing classes and a per¬ 
manent presence of Gateway 
in the community. For spring 
and fall, 2014, high school 
enrollment in classes was 65 
students each semester. For 
spring 2015 enrollment for 
high school classes increased to 
99 students. The adult pro¬ 
gram has yet to get firmly 
established, though it is very 
much needed as businesses are 
anxious to find qualified work¬ 
ers from the area. It is the goal 
of this project to enroll both 
adults and youth into proper 
training programs and to equip 
them with the new skills need¬ 
ed in our economy. In short, 
there are jobs in the area, but 
presently too few qualified 
workers to fill them.

The American dream is 
based on building a family, 
having children of our own. 
At the young age of 19 years 
old, I was diagnosed with an 
infertility disorder that pre¬ 
vented me from having a 
child without the assistance 
of infertility treatments. Over 
the years, I endured nine sur¬ 
geries to attempt to reverse 
my infertility issues and all 
nine surgeries failed. I looked 
to God for answers and never 
lost hope praying that one 
day my dream of having a 
child would come true. 

In 2003, I met my hus¬ 
band who loved and accepted 
me as I am. We were married 
in 2004. My husband and I 
spent the first 4 years of mar¬ 
riage being aunt and uncle to 
my friends children. We 
even tried adoption and the 2 
little boys were adopted, 
while we were completing the 
classes. I saw that my hus¬ 
band would make an excel¬ 
lent father someday. We went 
to my check up together in 
2006, and my fertility special¬ 
ist told us to write a letter to 
the Madeleine Gordon Gift 
of Life Foundation explaining 
our story and our dream to 
become parents. 

Madeleine Gordon herself 
suffered from infertility and 
never achieved her dream of 
becoming a mother. Instead 
of becoming bitter, she real¬ 
ized the financial toll it takes 
on couples to obtain fertility 
treatments. Ohio and the 
Ohio Insurance Department 
offer nothing written to 
define “infertility services,” 
and the code that discusses 
these services is open to inter¬ 
pretation and generally limit¬ 
ed to $2,000. Those with 


another medical condition or 
medically related problem, 
such as endometriosis, are not 
eligible. Neither Kentucky 
nor Indiana currently has 
laws providing coverage for 
infertility services. 

Madeleine Gordon 
attended a religious service 
where the congregation was 
urged to do something in life 
for which they have passion. 
On her 30th birthday party 
she decided to kick off the 
fundraiser asking for founda¬ 
tion donations instead of 
gifts. On this day of celebra¬ 
tion began the Gordon Gift 
of Life Foundation. 

It took a year before my 
husband and I received a call 
stating we were selected to 
participate in the program. 
The foundation covered one 
third of the cost of IVF. I 
stayed positive the entire 
time. We had churches 


around the world praying for 
us. On October 2, 2007, we 
received a positive pregnancy 
test. On June 19, 2008 our 
healthy son Luke was born. I 
call Madeleine Gordon my 
fairy Godmother. Her Foun¬ 
dation has helped 33 couples 
in the tri state area achieve 
their dream of becoming par¬ 
ents. The Foundation contin¬ 
ues as a passionate commit¬ 
ment to helping couples 
where there has been despair 
and disappointment. It con¬ 
tinues to help these couples 
meet the financial demands 
and realize the dream for 
baby and family. 

When Mothers Day 
approaches each year I am 
reminded every year how 
blessed I am to have my son. 
I am reminded there are still 
amazing people in the world 
who take their tragedy and 
use it to make a difference.

Upon returning to the 
house to proudly show Maw 
Maw, we took more pictures 
and telechecked his harvest. 

Those of you that are 
turkey hunters know what’s 
wrong with this picture. As I 
found out on Sunday morn¬ 
ing at New Hope Church of 
Christ that unfortunately 
the youth turkey hunt was 
held on April 4 and 5. 

After services I immedi¬ 
ately called Sgt. Patrick 
Brannen, area supervisor for 
the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources and I 


informed him that I had 
broken the law and that I 
should be held accountable 
for my violation. I had the 
phone on speaker mode so 
that Bronson could listen in. 

Sgt. Brannen informed 
me that he would notify our 
Pendleton County Fish and 
Wildlife officer Scott Horn. 

On Monday morning 
Officer Horn called and 
advised me that he had spo¬ 
ken twice on Sunday with 
Sgt. Brannen and was head¬ 
ing to the Honorable Jeff 
Dean’s office to further dis¬ 
cuss the situation.

He asked the Board for their 
help in generating the neces¬ 
sary revenue. 

Nordheim was concerned 
about the addition of adminis¬ 
trative positions. She stated 
that any administrative posi¬ 
tions should be discussed and 
voted on by the Board. She felt 
they should be on the Action 
Agenda and viewable in the 
minutes of the meeting. 

“These discussion should 
be made during the Board 
meeting no matter how pain¬ 
ful,” said Nordheim. “I would 
rather see funds go back to the 
teachers instead of the admin¬ 
istration. It is important to 
have more teachers so classes 
can be smaller and easier to 
manage.” 

Superintendent Strong 
once again stated that extra 
revenue would still be needed 
to accommodate the proposed 
amendment. 

“I believe that the staffing 
is adequate for students. You 
can’t cut all these other things 
to accommodate teachers,” said 
Superintendent Strong. “You 
can cut whatever you want but 
what needs to be done is not 
oing to go away. It’s eventual- 
/ going to end up in some¬ 
one’s lap. There’s nobody in 
this school system who doesn’t 
work hard everyday. It takes all 
the people to make the school 
go. I respect the Board and I’m 
going to do whatever you want 
me to do but you’re going to 
have to make cuts. You’re going 
to need revenue down the road 
and you’re going to have to 
raise it somehow.” 

After a lengthy discussion 
and back and forth debate over 
the amended proposal, it was 
passed by a 3-1 vote. Board 
members Elmer Utz, Jodi Ber¬ 
tram and Shawn Nordheim 
voted yes while Tony Spence 
voted no. 

A discussion was held over 
the first reading of the Board 
Meeting Agenda Policy. Jodi 
Bertram proposed that discus¬ 
sion items for the agenda 
should be able to be added four 
days prior to a meeting through 
the chairperson or superinten¬ 
dent. Board Attorney Don 
Ruberg suggested that any 
changes first be approved by 
the Kentucky School Board 
Association (KSBA) since 
Pendleton County subscribes 
to their policy service. By mak¬ 
ing any changes to the time 
frame of agenda items they 
would be taking control away 
from the Board chairperson 
and possibly be causing an 
open meeting violation. It was 


stated that Board members 
should not be getting together, 
proposing changes, or taking 
any kind of action without first 
making formal requests. 

“We are all elected,” said 
Bertram. “Why shouldn’t we 
have the right to include some¬ 
thing that we want to discuss 
to the agenda at any time?” 

Proposed changes will be 
sent to KSBA for approval and 
a second reading will take place 
at the next Board meeting. 

In the approval of RFQfor 
legal services, Bertram made a 
motion to postpone the deci¬ 
sion until July so the Board 
would have all of its members. 
A replacement Board member 
is being sought for the vacancy 
left by Mark Ross and his 
untimely passing. The motion 
was seconded by Nordheim 
and passed. 

The Board went into Exec¬ 
utive Session to discuss the 
appointment of an interim 
Board attorney. The request for 
a new Board attorney was 
made at the last meeting by 
Nordheim. Bertram said long¬ 
time Attorney Don Ruberg 
was too expensive. Utz was 
concerned that he made com¬ 
ments on non-legal issues. 
Nordheim also expressed these 
same concerns. After meeting 
in Executive Session late into 
the night, no action was taken 
on the hiring of an interim 
attorney. 

The Board did however 
reconsider the motion to post¬ 
pone the approval of RFQ for 
legal services. The original 
motion was voted on and 
approved. 

Other Board news and 
happenings at the meeting 
included: 

A moment of silence was 
held for Board Vice-Chairman 
Mark Ross. Flowers were 
placed in front of his position 
at the table in remembrance of 
him. 

PCHS Principal Chad 
Simms talked about the hap¬ 
penings at the high school. He 
discussed student testing 
results, college and career read¬ 
iness, upcoming end of the 
year events and other amazing 
things happening at the school. 
“I’m blessed to be the principal 
at PCHS,” said Simms. “There 
are great thing happening. It’s 
been an amazing year and I 
thank the teachers, students, 
and district for their support.” 
Members of FFA performed a 
song for the Board and audi¬ 
ence members. 

In the Great News section 
of the meeting, students were 
recognized for their achieve¬ 
ments. Jared Whitney and 


Andrew Wright received 3rd 
place at the Northern Ken¬ 
tucky Region Science and 
Engineering Fair in the area of 
Behavioral & Social Sciences. 
Andrew Hicks (1st), Allison

Annalysse 
Klaber and Sophea Dalton 
were selected to the Northern 
Kentucky Middle Schools All-

Team. The 10th Region Girls 
Coaches Association selected

There was contact on every 
shot, but the referees let most 
of them go. He still could 
make the shot. He also had 
an excellent one handed push 
shot out of either corner. He 
was an excellent free throw 
shooter and an excellent 
rebounder because of his box¬ 
ing out ability and his work 
ethic. 

He scored 61 points in 
one game his senior year, 
which is still the record for 
our county. He led PKHS to 
their first 20 wins season. 

Cecil made all-district 
tourney his senior year and 
turned down a scholarship to 


play for Cumberland College. 

He averaged 25.12 ppg 
which is the highest ever by a 
Pine Knot player. Cecil was a 
fine player and an extremely 
hard worker.

Inspection Period 

For The Property Tax Assessment Roll 

The Pendleton County real property tax roll will be opened for inspec¬ 
tion from May 4th thru May 18th, 2015. Under the supervision of the 
property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may 
inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2015, assessment on which state, county and school 
taxes for 2015 will be due about October 1, 2015. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the 
county courthouse and may be inspected between the hours 8 a.m. and 4 
p.m., Monday thru Friday and 8:30 a.m. to noon on Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by 
the PVA must first request a conference with the PVA ora designated dep¬ 
uty. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the 
conference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county 
board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a 
letter or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of 
the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerks office no later than one 
work day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, 
or failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated 
representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board 
of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served 
notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with 
the assessed value of personal property as determined by the office of prop¬ 
erty valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the 
fair cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Rev¬ 
enue, Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

( 4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to 
the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Happy birthday to the Soil Conservation Act 


Happy 80th birthday to 
the Soil Conservation Act! 
This ground-breaking legis¬ 
lation created the Soil Con¬ 
servation Service, now the 
US DA Natural Resources 
Conservation Service 
(NRCS) and kicked off the 
conservation district move¬ 
ment in the U.S. 

So what happened 
roughly 80 years ago that 
spurred Congress to take 
action to protect our nation’s 
soil? 

In the early 1930s, along 
with the greatest depression 
this nation ever experienced, 
came an equally unparal¬ 
leled ecological disaster 
known as the Dust Bowl. 
Following a severe and sus¬ 
tained drought in the Great 
Plains, the region’s soil 
began to erode and blow 
away, creating huge black 
dust storms that blotted out 
the sun and swallowed the 
countryside. Thousands of 
“dust refugees” left the black 
fog to seek better lives. 

But the storms stretched 
across the nation. They 
reached south to Texas and 
east to New York. Dust even 
sifted into the White House 
and onto the desk of Presi¬ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

On Capitol Hill, while 
testifying about the erosion 
problem, soil scientist Hugh 
Hammond Bennett threw 
back the curtains to reveal a 
sky blackened by dust. Con¬ 
gress unanimously passed 
legislation declaring soil and 
water conservation a nation¬ 
al policy and priority. 
Because nearly three-fourths 
of the continental United 
States is privately owned, 


Congress realized that only 
active, voluntary support 
from landowners would 
guarantee the success of 
conservation work on pri¬ 
vate land. 

In 1937, President Roos¬ 
evelt wrote the governors of 
all the states recommending 
legislation that would allow 
local landowners to form 
soil conservation districts. 
Brown Creek Soil & Water 
Conservation District in 
North Carolina was the first 
district established. The 
movement caught on across 
the country with district¬ 
enabling legislation passed 
in every state. Today, the 
country is blanketed with 
nearly 3,000 conservation 
districts. 

We’ve made great strides 
in soil health in the past 80 
years. But there’s still much 
work to be done. It’s impor¬ 
tant that we remember our 
roots, and don’t take the 
health of our soil and other 
natural resources for grant¬ 
ed. 

Soil health is at our very 
roots, and conservation dis¬ 
tricts continue to be at the 
forefront of these efforts 
today, working in close part¬ 
nership with local, state and 
federal partners to assist pro¬ 
ducers and landowners in 
the education, planning and 
implementation of soil con¬ 
servation at the local level. 
Soil health has been a top 
priority for NACD in recent 
years. 

The soil health move¬ 


ment continues to gam 
momentum across the 
nation. Congress recently 
took steps to recognize the 


value of locally-led soil and 
water conservation, with the 
introduction of a bipartisan 
resolution in both the House 
and Senate. This resolution 
is supported by NACD, the 
Soil Science Society of 
America, and a variety of 
conservation and agriculture 
groups. 

It’s encouraging to see a 
bipartisan group of repre¬ 
sentatives in Washington 
voicing their support for our 
nation’s soils and locally-led 
natural resource conserva¬ 
tion. Providing for a pro¬ 
jected world population of 
nine billion by 2050, while 
preserving our precious nat¬ 
ural resource base, will 
require a coordinated, vol¬ 
untary, incentive-based 
approach to private land 
conservation with participa¬ 
tion from local, state and 
federal partners. We hope 
that all members of Con¬ 
gress will sign on as cospon¬ 
sors to show their support 
for soil health and the value 
of locally-led soil and water 
conservation efforts. 

Happy 80th, SCA! 
Here’s to a continuing lega¬ 
cy of locally-led natural- 
resource conservation! 

The Pendleton County 
Conservation District was 
formed (chartered) on 
December 19, 1940. They 
are going strong in Pendle¬ 
ton County helping land- 
owners and working with all 
groups to preserve out Nat¬ 
ural Resources.

Make your yard sale 


a success 


Spring is a time when 
many people give their house 
a thorough cleaning. During 
this cleaning ritual, you may 
find that you’ve accumulated 
way too much stuff. A yard 
sale is a perfect way to remove 
household clutter and make 
some extra money. 

Having a yard sale does 
not necessarily mean it will 
be a success. Careful plan¬ 
ning and preparation before¬ 
hand can help you have the 
most successful yard sale pos¬ 
sible. 

Planning ahead is essen¬ 
tial and should be done well 
in advance of the yard sale 
date. Start by sorting through 
your unwanted items. Make 
sure the items you plan on 
selling are gently used, not 
broken or missing parts, and 
void of stains, missing but¬ 
tons or broken zippers. Orga¬ 
nize similar items together. 
This can help you with pric¬ 
ing later. 

You may also want to 
check with your local govern¬ 
ment to determine if they 
have any regulations about 
the number of yard sales you 
can have during a year or if 
they require a permit. This 
information is usually avail¬ 
able on local government 
websites. 

Location is an important 
key to a successful yard sale, 
as your customers may not 
want to travel far distances. If 
you have a family member or 
friend who lives near a main 
thoroughfare, subdivision or 
other desirable location, you 
may ask them if they would 
like to have a multi-family 
yard sale at their location. 
Another option is to talk 
with your neighbors about 
having neighborhood-wide 
yard sale. 

When you price your 
items, make sure your asking 
price is reasonable for the 
piece and its condition. You 
may want to visit a few yard 


sales around the neighbor¬ 
hood beforehand to see the 
prices for similar items. You 
can purchase yard sale price 
stickers at many grocery 
stores or make your own with 
masking tape and a marker. 
When setting your prices, 
remember that your custom¬ 
ers may like to negotiate so 
you should be willing to be 
flexible. 

Timing is very important 
to the success of yard sales. 
Friday and Saturday are very 
popular days for yard sales. 
People usually have more dis¬ 
posable income at the first of 
the month compared to the 
end of the month. Many 
yard sales are also planned to 
coincide with local festivals. 
Many customers like to get 
out early to get the best deals, 
so plan on starting your yard 
sale by at least 8 a.m., but be 
aware that some people may 
be at your door earlier. 

Advertise your event. 
Check with your local news¬ 
paper about the price and 
deadlines for classified adver-

its not too 


expensive, newspapers are a 
great way to get the word out 
to others in your community. 
You can also promote your 
yard sale to your friends on 
social media or by giving fly¬ 
ers at groups to which you 
belong or that might have a 
special interest in your sale, 
such as young mothers if you 
have children’s clothes or a 
book club if you have lots of 
gently used books. 

Don’t try to run a yard 
sale alone. Have at least one 
friend or family member help 
you keep an eye on your 
items, and never leave the 
cash box unattended.
